Souls. He Tranflated fome part of the Scripture, and wrote Catechi(ms, 
and other profitable Books in their Language. He catifed Schools to be ¢- 
rected among thofeblind Barbarians, fo as that fix hundred of them were 
able to read and write, and about fifty who excelled in knowledg, and were 
of approved godliuefs, became Inftrucfors of others in the Principles of the 
true Chriflian Religion : Yea, in three and twenty Towns, there were Indian 
Chriftian Churches Planted. And learned Men were fent out of Holland, 
in order to-a further propagation of the intereft of the Gofpel in thofe re- 
mote parts of the World. Alfo Fujtus Heurnins, who was at firlt a Phyfisian, 
being inflamed witha fingular,zeal after Gods Glory, and the Salvation of 
Souls of Men,’ left his practifing in Medicinal-Cures, and betook himi{cit 
wholly'to the fiudy of Divinity; after which he engaged In a Voyage to- 
wards the Eaft-Indians, defigning their Converfiony and having learned their 
Language, {pent fourteen Years amongft them : and as the great Voetens ain 
his Difputation, De Vocatione Gentium) teltifieth, was inftrumenta) co the 
Converfion of manyof thofe Indians, {0 as to ere& Churches of them in di- 
vers places, yea, and took care for the learned Education of divers Young- 
men, even amongft the Ixdians themfelves, fo as that they were able to in- 
ftruét. the feveral. Churches, which by the blefling of .God upon his Labours 
thad been lately formed. tis great pity then,that we in New- England, who 
donot come behind others in Profcffion, and Pretences to Religion, fhould 
fall fhort in‘real endeavours, for the promotion and propagation of Religi- 
on, and Chriftianity among{t thofe that have been for ages that. are palt, 
without. God,and without.C brift, and Strangers to the Common- wealth of Ifracl. 
{t troubleth me, when I read how the Papifts glory in that they have cons

truth wereknown. For as for many of their Converts, inafmuch as they 
are become Kaa snot, ‘only tothe Herefies, but to the Perfons of thole 
whorhave Pro A sPirene they areas Chrift faid concerning the Profelytes 
of the Scribes and Pharifees, ewofold more the children of Hell, than they 
were before ; and many of them know little of Chriftianity belides the Name.

Captain Hutchinfon with a {mall par- 
ty was {ent to Ousbaog, where there was a great Rendezvouze of Nipnep 
Indians.. They appointed time and place of Treaty tobe attended, Augalt 
2.. Accordingly Captain Hutchinfon rode to the Place fixed on to Treat in.

Captain Hutchinfon refolved to go further co {eek after them elfewhere, and 
as he,was riding along, the Pertidious Ixdians lying in Ambufcado in a.

of Flax and other combuftible matter, and brought it near the Houfe, in-. 
tending to fet iton fires and then there was no appearing poffibilicy, but” 
allthe Englifh there, Men and Women, and Children mult have perifhed, 
either by unmercilul flames, or more unmerciful bands of wicked Men,,. 
whofe tender Mercies are cruelties, fo that all hope that they fhould be fa-- 
ved was then taken away : but behold in this Mount of Diffulty and Ex- 


tremity (“ANY PD) the Lord is fem. 6 . 
For in the very nick of opportunityGod fent that worthy Major Villard, 
who.with forty and eight men fet upon the Indians and caufed them to turn 
their backs, fo that poor People who. were given up for dead,had their lives 
given them fora prey. Sureiy this was a token for good, that however we _ 
anay be diminifhed and brought low through Oppreflion, AfMliGion, and 
Sorrow,, yet our God will have compaffiononus, and thishis People fhall- 
not utterly perifh.

Weftward, not far from North-hampton, H adly,“Deer- field, &c, Whereupon 
Forces are fent from hence under the command of Captain Lothrop,Captain 
Beers, and after that Captain Mufely, to relieve thofe diftreffed Towns, and 
le theenemy. Alfo our Brethren at Covnetizeut afforded their Aft 
ance, Major Treat being fent to Hadly with a party of Englifh, and fome of 
Uakas his Men. The Indians inhabiting about Coniettiont River pretended 
reat fidelity to the Englifh, and that they would fight againtt Philip,who it 
fan had been tampering with them in the Spring before the War broxe 
out,endeavouring by money (i.e. Vampampesg which is the Indians Money) 
to engage them in his bloody detign againit the Exglifh.

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Not many days after this Letter was written, the Englifh received a fad. 
der rebuke of Providence, than any thing that hitherto had been. ForSep- 
tember 18. Captain Lothrop (a godly and couragtous Commander ) with |: 
above feventy men were fent to be as a Guard to fome that were coming. 
from Deerfield with Carts loaden with Goods and Provifion, to be removed 
to Hadly, for fecurity : But as they were coming, the Indians, whofe cruel - 
Habitations are the dark corners of the Earth, lurked in the ‘Swamps, and 
multicudes of them made a fudden and frighifula fault, They {eized upon 
the Carts and Goods (many of the Souldiers havin

with their Hatchers, In the nick of time Major Treat, with above_an hun- 
dred men, and threefcore of Unkas his Indians camein to fuccour thofe that 


were fo befet withthe Enemy, whereupon the Enemy prefently retreated, 


and night coming on, there was no purfuing ofthem. In this fight but few 
of Captain Mofely’s men were flain. How many Idians were killed js un= 
certain, it being their manner to draw away their dead men, as faft asthey 
arc killed, if poilibly they candoit 3 yea they will venture their Ownlives 
for that end, which they do out/of policy, that fo their enemies may think, 
that few or none of themare killed, when neverthelefs they have loft many. 
Lam informed that fome of the Indians have reported that they loft ninety 
fix men that day, and that they had above forty wounded, many of which 
dyed afterwards.

After thefe things, the Indians killed two men at Kittery, and ftripped 
them. Lieutenant Playfer,with twenty two Englifh, went out to fetch off 
the dead Bodies, and to bury them; as they were putting one of them into 
the Cart, fuddenly a fmall party of Indians thot out of a Swamp. And the 
grcatelt part of the Englifh did unworthily forfake their Leader ia that ha- 
zard, only feven remained with him. He thinking his Men had been near at 
hand, faced the Enemy, killed and wounded many of them 3 but the Indians 
perceiving that all but feven of the Englifh were fled, took courage and kil- 
led Mr. Player (who was a good and ufeful man) and one of his Sons,and 
another man: The other four feeing that,ran for their lives, and fo efcaped 
until they came fafe into a Garrifon, which was not far off. 

Behold how great a matter alittle tire kindleth. This fire which in June 
was buta little Spark, in three Months time is become a great Flame; that 
from Eaft to Welt, the whole Country is involved in great troubles and the 
Lord himfelf fcemeth to be againft us,to caft us off, and to put us to fhame, 
and goeth not forth with our Armies.

Ogiober the 71h. This day of Humiliation appointed by the Council, was. 
folemnly obferved: Yet attended with awful teltimonies of Divine difplea-- 
fure. The very next day after this Faft was agreed upon by thofe in Ciyjl ~ 
Authority, was that difmal and fatal blow, when Captain Lotborp and his — 


“Company (in all near upon fourfcore fouls) were flaughtered, whereby the 


Heathen were wonderfully animated, fome of them triumphing and faying, 
That fo great {laughter was never known : And indeed in their Wats, one. 
with another, the like hath rarely been heard of. Andthat very day when 
this Faft was kept, three Perfons were killed by the Indians near Dover, one 
of them going from the publick Worfhip. Alfo that very day at the clofe of 
it, the fad tidings of Springfields Calamity came to us here in Boffon. And 
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inafmnuch as this news came at the conclufion of a day of Humiliation, fare- 
ly the folemn voice of God to New-England is fill as formerly, Praying without 


~ Reforming will not do. And now. is the day come wherein the Lord is fulal- ° 
fing the word which himfelf hath {poken, faying, I will fend wild Beaits a- 
mong you, which fhall rob you of your Children, and deftroy your Cattle, 


and make you fewin number, and if you will not be reform d by thee things, I 
will bri ie your Santiucries to Defolation, and I will not finell the frvect Savor 
of your Odours. The Providence of God is never to be forgotten, in that 
Churches bave been fignally {pared for fo long atime. Although {ome Planta- 
tions wherein Churches have been fettled were in moft eminent danger, and 


_ the Enemy might eafily have {wallowed them up, yet God fo ordered that 


they received little or no detriment, when other places were laid utterly 
wafte, the Lord manifefting how loth he was to difgrace the Throne of his 
Glory, but now he begins with the San@tuary. As for Springfields mifery, 
it thus came to pafs: Whereas there was a_ body of Indians that lived ina 
Fort near to that Zown of Springfield, and profefled nothing but Friendihip 
towards the Englifh, they treacheroufly brake in upon the Town, when a 
party of our Souldiers who had been there, were newly gone to Hadly. 
They killed feveral, amongft others their Lieutenant Cooper was molt perh- 
dioufly Murthered by them, without the leaft occafion or Provocation gi- 
ven. They burnt down to the ground above thirty dwelling-houfes; 
and above twenty out-houfes: amongft others, Mr.Pelatiah Glover, Teacher 


"of the Church there, isa great fufferer, hisHoufe, and Goods, and Books, 
_ and Writings being all confumed in one hour. Neverthelefs there was 2 - 


great mixture of mercy in this dark and difmal difpenfation. For God 
{o ordered, as that an Indian who knew what was defigned the next day, 
ran away in the night, and acquainted the Englih therewith, whence they 
had time and opportunity to efcape to an houfe that was Fortified; other- 
wife in probability the Inhabitants had furely had_ their lives as well as their

«Sin, means fhould be ufed to prevent an unneceffary multiplication of Or- 
*dinaries, and to keep Town dwellers from frequenting Taverns: and that 
‘whereas Swearing hath been frequently heard, they that hear another 
‘ Swear profanely and do net complain of it to Authority, fhall be punifhed 
*for that concealment. Alfo that fome further care fhould be taken, that 
‘ the fourth and ftth Commandments be bettér obferved than formerly ; and 
“that there may be no more fuch Oppreffion, either by Merchants or day- 
* Labourers as heretofore hath been; and that the Indian Trading-honfes, - 
‘ whereby the Heathen have been debauched and fcandalized againfi Religi- 
“on, be fuppreffed ; and that more care fhould be taken refpecting the Rifing 
* Generation, than formerly hath been, that they might. be brought under the 
‘ difcipline of Chrift,éc. Thefe things were unanimoufly confented to. 
Ociober 19. The Conclufions of the Committee, refpecting Reformation 
of provoking evils were ligned, and delivered into the General Court, who: 
voted acceptance thereof, and appointed another Committeeto draw up — 
Laws in order to the eftablifhment of the things agreed on. NowasTfre-— 
member that famous Martyrologift Mr. Fox (in Ais and Monuments, 
vol. 2. pag. 669.) obferves, with refpect to the Reformation in K. Edward Vi. 
bisdays, that that very day and hour when the Act for Reformation was. 
put in execution at London, God gave the Englifh a fignal vi@ory againft the 
Scots at Mufcleborough , {0 it was proportionably with us. For that day: 
when there was a vote paffed for the Suppreffion and Reformation of thofe 
manifcft evils, whereby the eyes of Gods Glory are provoked amongft us, 
the Lord gave fuccefs to our Forces, who that day encountred with. the Fn-.. 
dians at Hatfield. The Englifh loft but one man in the fight (albeit fome that 
were fent forth as Scouts were killed or Captivated) the Enemy fled before 
them, and ran into the River, many of them being feen to fall, but night 
coming on, it wasin vain to follow them further. And after that day, the 
Weftern Plantations had little or no difturbance by them, but lived in guiet- 
nefs all the Winter. All this notwithftanding, we may fay as fometimes the 
Lords People of old, the Harveft is pajt, the Summer is ended, and we are.not 
faved. TheSword having matched Eajftward, and Weftreard, ‘and North- 
ward, now beginneth to face toward the Sonthagain. The Narraganfer Sy 
who were the greateft body of Indians in New-England, there being no 
kefs then fix Sachims amongft them ; having notas yet appeared in open — 
‘ _ Hottility, 


- 
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Hoftility. Neverthelefs Philips and Squaw-Sackims men, when routed by 
the Englifh Forces, were harboured amongft the Narraganfets. When the 
Commiffioners of the united Colonies fat at Bolton, in the latter end of Sep- 
tember, one of the Narraganfet Sachims , and” Meffengers from other Sa- 
chims there, made their appearance in Bolton; they pretended nothing but 
good-will to the Englifh,and promifed that thofe Enemies of ours, who had 


burnt fo many houfes, and committed fo many Murders, and had fled to 
them for refuge, fhould be delivered up by the latter end of OGober. But 


when the titne prefixed for the furrendry of the Wompanoags and Squawe 


Sachems Indians was \apfed, they pretended they could not do as they had in- 
gaged at prefent, but after Winter they would doit. In the mean while, 
when the Englifh had. any ingagement withthe. Indians, wounded Indians 
came home to the Narraganfeis, efpecially aftex the fight at Hatfield, Octob. 19. 
about forty wounded: men were {eer croffing the woods towards the 
Narraganfets :. alfo {ome (at Jeaft two Indians.) from amongft themfelves, 
came to the Englifh, and told them that the Nerraganfets were refolved (if 


“they could) to dettroy the Englifh : but they were loth to begin to fall upon 


them before Winter, but in the Spring when they fhould have the leaves of 
treésand Swamps to befriend them, they would do it: wherefore it was 
judged neceflary to fend out Forces againft them, and preparations were 
made accordingly. nt 

» ‘There was fome agitation amongft chofe whom it did concern, where a 

erfon {uitable for fo great a truft might be found as General yand that wor- 
thy Gentleman Fofiah Winflow Ef; who fucceeds his Father (of bleffed me- 
miory) as Governour of Plimouth, was pitched upon for this Shrvice. 

Under his conduét therefore, an Army confifting of at frfta thoufand, 
and at laft about fifteen hundred men, were {ent forth to execute the venge- 
ance of the Lord upon the perfidious and bloudy Heathen. But before they 

{et out, the Churches were all upon their knees before the Lord, the God 
of Armics, intreating his favour and gracious fuccefs in that undertaking, 


wherein the welfare of his people was fo greatly concerned. This day of 


Prayer and Humiliation w | 
hapned intimating as +f the Lord were fill angry with our Prayerss for this 


day all the houfes in Quonfickamuck, were burnt by the Jndians. 


~~ Decemb. 8. The Army fet out from Bofton, Whilft they were upon 


_thismarch, an Indian whofe name was Peter, having received fome difguft 


among, his Country-men, came to the Englifh, and. difcovered the plots of 
the Indians, told where they were, and promifed to. conduct the Army to 
them. They were riofooner arrived in the Nanraganfet Gountry, but they 
killed and took captive above forty ees .

Connecticut Forces being come, a March toward the enemy 

was refolved upon: Peter Indian having, informed that the Body of Indians 


(only Ninnigret being one of their old crafty Sachems, had with fome of his — 


men withdrawn himfelf from the reft, profeffing that he would not ingage 


in a War with the Englih, therefore did he go into a place more remote) © 
was ina Fort about eighteen miles diftant from the place where ‘our Army _ 


now was. The next day, although it were the Sabbath, yet, provifions 
being almoft {pent by our Souldiers, waiting fo long for Connecticut Forces, 


the Council of War refolved to give Battle to the enemy. The Englifh | 
Souldiers played the men wonderfully 5 the Indians alfo fought ftoutly, but - 


were at Jaft beat out of their Fort, which was taken by the Englifh, There 
were hundreds of Wigmwams (or Indian houfes) within the Fort, which our 
Souldiers fet on fire, in the which men, women and children (no man 
knoweth how many hundreds of them) were burnt to death. Night com- 
ing on, a Retreat was founded. : . . 


Concerning the number of Indians flainin this Battle, weare uncertain: 


only fome Indians which afterwards were taken prifoners (as alfo.a wretch- 
ed Englifo man that apoftatized to the Heathen, and fought with them a- 
gaintt hisown Country-men but was at laft taken and executed.) .conféffed 
that the next day they found three hundred of their hghting men dead in: 
their Fort, and thatmany men, women and children were burned in their. 
Wigwams, but they neither knew, nor could conjeGture how, many: it is 
fuppofed that not lefs than a thoufand: Indian Souls perifhed at that time. 
Ninnigret whofe men buried the flain, afhrmeth that they found twenty and: 
two Indian Captains among the dead bodies. Of the Englifh there were kil- 
Jed and wounded about two hundred and thirty, whereof only eighty and 
hive perfons are dead. But there was afolemn rebuke of Providence at this 
time, in that fix of our Captains were flain, viz. Captain Fobnfon of Rox- 
bury, Captain Gardner of Salem, Captain Davenport of Baton (fon to that 


Captain Davenport who did great Service in thé expedition againft the In- - 


dians in the Pequod War, Anno-1637.) Captain Gallop of New-London, Cap- 
tain Marfhal of Windfor, Captain Seily of Stravford, who dyed of his 
_ wounds fome days after the fight was over. “Thethree Captains firlt men- 
tioned, belonged to Mattachufets Colony, the three laft.to Connetticut, of. 


“Plimouth Colony Captain Bradford (one of their faithful Magiftrates, and. ~

Alfo four 
Lieutenanis were wounded in that Fort-fight, {0 that though the Ezelifh had 
the better of it, yet not without folemn and humbling rebukes of Provi- 
dence. At night as the Army returned to their quarters a great Snow fell, 
alfo part of the Army mift their way, among whom was the General him- 
felf with his Life-guard. Had the Enemy known their advantage, and pur- 
: {ued our Soldiers (and we have fince heard that fome of the Indians did car- 
neftly move that it might be fo, but others of them through the over-ruling 
hand of Providence would not confent, when upon their retreat,they might 
eafily have cut off the whole Army : But God would be more gracious to us... 
Here then was not only a Victory, but alfo a fignal Prefervation, for which: 
Jet the Father of mercies have eternal glory. . 
- _ After thisGod feemed to withdraw from the Englifh: and take part with 
theEnemy. ‘The next day the Indians finding but few Englifh men dead 
in the Fort among their three hundred Indians that were flain, were much 
troubled and amazed, fuppofing that no more of ours had been killed 5 this 
__ blow did:greatly aitonifh them, and had the Englifh immediately purfued- 

the Victory begun, in all likelihood there had been an end of our troubles 
but God faw that neither yet were we fit for deliverance. Wherefore Con-- 

- necticut forces withdrew to Stonington, and there being {0 many killed and 
_ wounded amongit thofe that remained in the Narraganfer Country, alfo - 
bread for the Soldiczs being wanting, by reafon the extremity of the wea-° 

_ ther was fuch, as that the Veffels laden with Provifion could not reach them, 

therefore the Army lay full fome wecks.. - 7 py 

In this interval of time the Town ot Mendam (which before that had 
been forfaken of its Inhabitants) was burnt down by the Indians. | 
_ Now doth the Lord Jefus begin folemnly to fulhl his word, m removing - 

- Candlefticks out of their places, becaufe of contentions and. lofs of fir/f love. 
Surely when thofe places are deftroyed where Churches have been planted. 

Candlefticks are removed out. of their places. But to proceed, when the 

Army was juft upon the refolve to return home, becaufe Provifions were 

fpent, God fo ordered, as that a Veffel laden with Victuals arrived, where-- 
“upon it was determined (Cw ©¢8) to purfue the Enemy. Only it was thought 
neceffary. to defift from this purfiit wntil Connecticut forces could return and ° 
join with ours. Jn the interim, a ftrange fudden Thaw- happened in- 
the midft of Fanuary (when in New-England the feafon is wont-to be ex>- 
treme cold) that the {now. melted away in a little time : the like weather’ 
hath rarely been known in this Land at that time ofthe year, albeit foinc of 

the frft Planters fay it was fo above fifty yearsago. However this made

wonderfully for the Indians advantage, for now they fled out of the Narra- 
-ganfet Country, and whereas they had been forely ftraightned and diftrefled 
or victuals, now the fhow being wafted, they lived upon Ground-nuts, 
In fine, the Army purfued them feveral days, overtook fome ot them, 
killed and took about feventy perfons, were in fight of the main Body of | 
them, and could they have held out to have purfued them but one day longer 
‘probably this unhappy War had then been ended: but the Souldiers were 
tired with eight days March, and (having {pent much of their provifion 
-whilt waiting for our Connecticut Brethren) their bread failed, fo'as that 
they were forced to kill horfes and feed upon them. 

We have often cairied it before the Lord as if we would Reform our 
ways, and yet when it hath come to, we have done nothing: So hath the 
Lord carried toward us, asif he would deliver us, and yet hath deferred 
our Salvation, as we our {elves have delayed Reformation. 

So then February 5. The Army returned to Boffon, not having obtained 
the end of their going forth. It was eafieto conjecture that the Narragan- 

fetsand Nipmuck, and Quabaog, and River Indians, bemg, all come together, 
and the Army returned, they would {peedily fall upon the Frontier Towns. 
And fome of the Praying, Indians who had been fent out as Spies, and had 
been with the Indians beyond Quabaog, brought intelligence, that a French 
Man that came from Canady had been amongft them,animating them againit 
the Englih, promifing afupply of Ammunition, and that they would come 
next Summer and affift them} alfo the Indian Spies declared, that there was 
a defign, within fuch atime to burn Lancafter, which came.to pafs both as 
to the time and manner accordingly. Eihee ‘ 

For upon the 10. day of February fome hundreds of the Indians fellupon’ ~ 
Lancafter, burnt many of the Houfes, kild and took ‘Captive above forty 
perfons. Mr. Rowlandfo (the faithful Paftor of the-Church there) had 
his Houfe, Goods, Books, all burned; his Wife, and all his Children led 
away Captive before the Enemy. Himfelf (as God would have it) was’ . 
not at home, whence his own perfon was delivered, which otherwife(with- — 
out a Miracle) would have been endangered. Eight men loft their lives, 
and were ftripped naked. by the Indians, becaufe they ventured their lives 
to fave Mrs. Rowlandfon. | : de > : 

_ As this good Man returned home (having been at Bo/ton to intercede

And foon after he was killed, his Wife 
was cafually flain by an Enghith-man, whofe Gun difcharged: before he was 


aware, and the Bullet therein pafled through the Boards over-head, and: 


mortally wounded Lieutenant ddams’s Wite. It is a fign God is angry, 
when he turns our weapons againft our felves. ; 

February 23. Aday of Humiliation was attended in the old Meeting-houfe 
in Bo(ton, but not without much diftraction, becaufe of an Alarm, by reafon 
of xumors, asif the Indians were doing, mifchief within ten miles of Bo/tor. 

February 25. This night the Indians fired feven Houfes and Barns in 
Weymouth. 


In the beginning of March, another {mall Army was {ent out from Boffon, 


under the conduct of that expert Soldier andCommander Major Savage, to 


feck out the Enemy. Conneéticut Forces met with ours at Quobaog, and. 
they marcht together, but not following the direction of the ( Natick ) Pray- 
ing Indians, who were fent as Pilots, the Army mift their way, and wasbe-. 
wildred in the Woods. Ona fudden when they thought on no fuch thing, 


a party of Indians fired upon them and killed one man, and wounded Mr. 


Gerfoom Buikly, who is Paftor of the Church in Wethersfield; whereupon. 
thofe Indians were immediately purfued, who haftned towards Northampton. 
The Army following them thither,mift of the main body of Indians. Never-. 
thelefs,there was a fingular Providence of God ordering this matter, for the 
relief of thofe Weftern Plantations, which otherwife in probability had been.

For upon the fourteenth of March a multitude of Indians fell upon North=. 


Lampton, broke through their Fortification in three places, burnt hve houfcs, .

March 12. This Sabbath eleven Indians affaulted. Mr.Wolliam Clark’shoufe 
in Plimouth, killed his Wife, who was the Daughter of a godly Father and 


Mother that came to New England on the account of Religion, (See Fuly 6.) 


and the herfelf alfo a pious and prudent Woman ; they alfo killed her fuck- 
dog Ch 11, and knoékt another Child (who was about eight years old) in 
the head, fuppofing they had killed him, but afterwards he came to him- 
{elf again. And whereas there was another Family befides his own, enter- 
tained in Mr.Clark’s houfe, the Indians deftroyed them all, root and branch, 
the Father and Mother and all the Children: fo that eleven perfons were 
murdered that day, under one roofs after which they fet the houfe on fire.

outrages and murthers (for they have {hed the blood of about forty feven, 
perfons) by them committed,they did in confidence of favour from the En- 
elifh come and fubmit themfelves, alleadging that the injuries done by 
them were grounded upon a miftake. . For when a party of Englifh came - 
ina Warlike pofture upon fome of their Webbs (as they call them) ie. Wo- — 
weenas they were gathering Corn, an Indian {eeing it, ran to the other Indi- 
ans and told them that the Englifh had (though 1t were not at allfo). killed 
all thofe Indian women, and therefore they took uparms to revenge that.

Belts, and Baskets of Wampampeag, yea and their dead uiburied. At that 
time did the Englifh take and kill about feventy perfons : fince an Indian 
that came into Rhode-Ifland,informeth, that Philip is gone to a Swamp near 
Dartmouth: : and that when our Forces were purfuing ef him, he with a. 
few hid himfelt in Sqzanakunk Swamp, till our Souldiers were pat, and then: 
with one Indian ina Canoo croft the river to Pocaffet. It {cems the body of 
the Indians belonging to him, went over on two Rafts, in which paflage they 
loft feverall Guns, and wet much of their Ammunition. The reafon why 
Poilip ted to this place, was becaufe if he went Northward, the Mobawks 
would be uponhim, if Seuthward he was in danger of the Monhegins, and. 
he durft not hide himfelf any longer about Metapoifit, becaufe the Woods _ 
thereabouts were filed with Souldiers. This week alfo, Captain Church of 
Plemouth, with a {mall party confifting of about eighteen Englith, and two 
and twenty Indians, had four feverall engagements with the Enemy, and kil- 
ted and took Captive feventy nine Indians, without the lofs of fo much as. 
one of ours 3. it baving been his manner, when: he takethany Indians by a. 
promife of favour to them, incafe they acquit themfelves well, to fet them. 
an hunting after more of thefe Welves, whereby the wortft ofthem, fome-- 
times do fingular good fervice in finding out.the - reft of their bloody fellows... 
In one of thefe Skirmifhes, Tiabq, Philips chief Captain, ran away leaving 
his Gun behind him, and his Squzan, who was taken. They came within — 
two miles of the place where Philip hideth himfelf, and difcerned at-a diftance \ 
about fifty Indians with Guns, thought to be Philips Hunters for provifion, 
and were defirous to have engaged with them, but being loaden with Cap-— 
tives and: plunder, they could not thenattend it. Alfoa Sachim of Pocaffet- 
hath {ubmitted himfelf with fourty Indians more, to the Governour of Ply-- 
mouth. So that therets oflate fuch a ftrange turn of providence (- efpecially 
in Plimonth Colony, fince the Churches in that Colony ¢ being thereunto. 
provoked by the godly adviceand Recommendation of the civil Authorityin 
that Jurifdiction ) did folemnly renew their covenant with God and one another): 
_as the like hath rarely been heard of in anyage. Whereas: formerly almott be 
every week did conclude with fad tidings, now the Lord fends us good news !

The nine Indians ftored themfelves with plunder when this Sty 
exploit was done : For befides Kettles, there was about halfa buthel of 4 Dy 
W ampampeag, which the Enemy loft, and twelve pound of Powder, which Ry

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the Captives fay they had received from Albany but two days before. At this 
time another of the Narraganfet Sachims was killed, whofe name was Pom- 
_ ham, and his Son was taken alive, and brought Prifoner to Bojton.. This 
Pombam after he was wounded {o as that he could not ftand upon his legs, 
and was thought to have been dead, made a fhift (as the Souldiers were pur- 
fuing others ) to crawl a little out of the way, but was found again; and . is 
when an Englifh-man drew near to him, though he could not ftand, he did we 
(like a dying Beaft) in rage and revenge, get hold on that Souldiers head, . . 
and had like to have killed him, had not another came in to_his help, and 
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refcued him out of the enraged dying hands of that bloody Barbarian, who Dy 
had been a great promoter of the Narraganfet War. | Dp 
qs Fuly 27. One of the Nipmuck Sachims (called Sagamore Fohn) came to R 
Boon, and {ubmitted himfelf to the mercy of the Englife , bringing ina- eB 
bout an hundred and fourfcore Indians with him. And that fo he might Rm 


ingratiate himfelf with the Englifb, he apprehended Muztoonas and his Son, 
and brought them with him to Bo/fon, which Matoonas was the beginner of 
| the War in this Colony of Maffachufets ; for it was he that committed the _ 
~- murders which were done at Mendam, Fuly 14.1675. Being thus taken and 
examined: before the Council, he had little to plead for himfelf, and there- — 
fore was condemned to immediate death. Sagamore Fobn was defirous that 
he and his men might be the Executioners; wherefore Matoonas was carried 
out into the-Common at Bofton, and there being tied to a Tree, the Sachin 
who had now fubmitted himfelf, with feveral of his men, {hot him to death. 
Thus did the Lord (a yearafter ) retaliate upon him the innocent blood. 
which he had fhed, as he had done fo God hath requited him : And inaf- 
much as Matoonas, who. began the War and. Mifchiets which have followed 
thereon in this Colony of Maffachufets is taken, and Juftice glorified upon 
him, it {eems to be a good Omen, that ere long, Philip who beganthe War in 
the other Colony, fhall likewife be delivered up unto Juftice. In due time 
hisfoot fhall flide, and the things which fhall.come upon him feem ‘to make

Fauly 31. A fall party of Souldicrs, whofe hearts God had touched, mar+ 
chéd out of Bridgwater, in order to purfuing the Enemy. And (about’3 
p. mt.) not far from Tetignot River, they unexpectedly to themfelves, and un 
difcerned by the Enemy, came upon a company of Indians, amongit whom 
Philip binfelf was, though his being there was not known to our men, until 
the engagement was over. They {hot down ten Indians, they were well 
armed, and at firft fnapped their Guns at the Englith, but not one of them 
took fire; wheretoreithe terrour of God fell upon the Indians, that fifteen. 
of them threw down,their Guns, and {ubmitted themfelves to the Englith; 
the reft fied 3. Philip hinnfelf efcaped very narrowly with his life. He threw 
away his ttock of Powder into the Bufhes, that he might haften his efcape, 
albeit fome of his men the next day found it again. “Our Souldiers took. 
above twenty pound of Bullets and Lead, and feven Guns, five of which. 
were loaden and primed : yea they took the chief of Philips Treafure, not 
being able to carry away-all their Plunder that day, for they found much 
Englith goods which Philip had ttolen. Philip made his efcape with. three. 


‘men, one of which was killed. And although be himfelfgot clear, yet his. 


Uncle, whofe name was Uncompoen, being, one of his chief Countellors, was 
flain, and Philips own Sifter was taken Prifoner : not fo much as one En-. 
elifh-man received any burt at this time. Thus did God own Bridgewater, 
after the Reople.therein had fub{cribed with their hands, and folemnly re- 
newed their holy Covenant with God, and one another, that they would: 
xeform thole evils which wereamongft them, and endeavour for the future. 
‘to walk more according to the will of God in Jefus Chrift. iad 
_ Anguft 1. Captain Church with thirty Englith-men, and twenty Indians: 
following Philip and thofe with him, by their track took twenty and three 
Indians. The next morning they came upon Philips head Quarters, killed. 
and took about and hundred and thirty Indians, with the lofs of but one En- | 
‘glifh-man., In probability many of the Englifh Souldiers had been cut off 
at this time, but that anIndian called Matthias, who fought for the Englifhy 
when they were come very near the Enemy, called to them in their own.

Philip in refped of the mifchief that hath been done, and the blood 
that hath been thed in this Warr,efcaped alone; but not long after fome of 
Taunton finding an Indian Squaw in Metapoifet newly dead, cut off her head, 
and it hapned to be Weetamoo, i. e. Squar-Sachem her bead. When it was 
fet upon a pole in Taunton, the Indians who were prifoners there, knew it _ 
»prefently, and madea moft horrid and diabolical Lamentation, crying out 
it was their Queens head. Now here it is to be obferved, that God himfelf 
by his own hand, brought this enemy to deftruction. For in that place, — 
where the laft year, fhe furnifhed Pilip with Canooes for his men, the her 
elf could-not meet with a Canoo,but venturing over the River upona Raft, 
that brake under her, fo that fhe was drowned, juit before the Englith found 
her. Surely Philips turn willbe next. a 
Augut. 10. Whereas Potock a chief Counfellor to the old Squaw-Sa- 
chem of Narraganfet, was by fome of Road-Ifland brought into Bofton, and 
‘found guilty of promoting the War againit the Englifh, he was this day thot 
-to death in the Common at Bolton. As he was going to his execution, fome 
-told him that now he muft dy, he had as good {peak the truth, and fay how . — 
many Indians were killed at the Fort-Fight laft winter. He replyed, that 
the Englifh did that day killabove feven hundred fighting men, and that 
‘three hundred who were wounded, dyed quickly after, and that. as to old- 
men, women and Children,they had lott no body could tell how many; and 
that there were above three thoufand Indians in the Fort, when ourForces 
-affaulted them, and made that notable flaughter amongft them. | 
Auguft. 12. This is the memorable day wherein Philip, the perfidious 
and bloudy Author of the Warand wofull miferies that. have thence enfued, 
was taken and flain. And God brought it to pafs, chiefly by Indians them- 
felves. For one of Philips men (being difgufted at him, for killing, an Indian 
who had propounded an expedient for peace with the Englith ) ran away 
‘from him, and coming, to Road-Hfland, informed that Philip was now re-. 
-turned again to Mount-Hope, and undertook to bring them to the Swamp 
where he hid himfelf. Divine Providence fo difpofed, asthat Capt. Church 
of Plymouth was then in Road-Ifland, in order to recruiting his Souldiers, 
who had been wearied with atedious march that week, But immediately 
upon this Intelligence, he fet forthagain, with a {mall company of Englifh 
and Indians. It {eemeth that night Philip (like the man in the Hoft of Mz- 
dean) dreamed that he was fallen into the hands of the Englith, and juft as he 
was faying to thofe that were with him, that they mutt fly for their. lives 
that day, lett the Indian that was. gone from him fhould difcover where he 
was Our Souldicrs.came upon him, and {urrounded the Swamp ( where he 
with 
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| the Indians in New-England, 
with feven of hismen abfconded ) Thereupon he betook himfelf to flights but 
ashe was coming out of the Swamp, an Englith-man and an lndian-endeas 
voured to fire at him, the Englifh-man miffed of his aime, but the Indian 
thot him through the heart, fo as that he felldown dead. The Indian who 
thus killed Philip, did formerly belong to Squaw-Sachim of Pocaffer, being 
known by the name of Alderman. In the beginning of the war, he came to 


“the Governour of Plymouth, manifetting his defire to be at peace with the 


Englith, and immedrately withdrew to an Hland, not having ingaged againit

‘the Englith nor for them, before this time. Thus when Philip had made an: 


end to deal treacheroufly, his own Subjects dealt treacheroufly with him. .

And in that very place where he firft contrived and began his mifchief,was. 


he taken and deftroyed, and there was he ( like as Agag was hewed in pieces.

Lord ! When Philip was thus flain,five ofhis men were killed with him,one - 


of which was his chicf Captains fon, being (as the Indians teftihe-) that very 
Indian,who fhot the tirft gun at the Englifh, when the War began. So that 
we may hope that the War in thofe parts willdye with Philip. aut 


A little before this, the Authority in that Colony had appointed the feven- - 


teenth of. this inftant to be obferved as a day of publick Thanksgiving. 
throughout that Jurifdiction, on the account of wonderful fuccefs againti 


the Enemy, which the Lord hath bleffed them with, ever fince they renewed 
their Covenant with him 3; and that fo they might have hearts raifed and en-~ 


larged in afcribing praifes to God, he delivered Philip into their hands a few 


dayes before their intended Thanksgiving.. Thus did God break the head» 


of that Leviathan, and gave it to be meet to the people inhabiting the wil- 


dernefs, and brought it tothe Town of Plimouth the very day ot their fo-- 
lemn Feftival : yet this alfois to be added and confidered, that the Lord (fo - 
great is-the divine faithfulnefs) to prevent us from being lifted up with our. 
fucceffes, and that we might not become fecure, fo ordered as that not an- 
Englifh-man but an Indian ( though under Churches influence ) mutt have. 
the honour of killing Philip And the day before this, was attended: with 
a doleful Fragedy in the Eaftern parts of this Country, vz. at Falmouth ar:

well pleafed with the Englith for concluding this, and other bloody Murde- 


xersy in the late Eaftern peace. What the iffae of this new flame thus break- 
ing forth, fhall be, or how far it {hall proceed, is with him whofe wifdom is — 


infinite, and who doth all things-well. 


Thus have we a brief, plain, and true Story of the War with the Indians 


in New-England; how it began,and how it hath made its progrefss and what. - 
prefent hopes there are of a comfortable clofure and conclufion of this 


trouble; which hath beencontinued for a whole yearand more. Defigning | 
only a Breviary of the Hiftory of this wars 1 have not enlarged upon the 


circumftances of things, but fhall leave that to others, who have advan-

towards us. For fince laft March there,are two or 3000. Indians-who have - 
been either killed,or taken,or fubmitted themfelves to the Englifh.And thofe .

‘hearty and fo perfect'as ought tobe. Divines obferve, that whereas fipon 
Samuels exhortations, the ‘people did make but imperfect work of it, as to 
the Reformation of provoking evils, thetefore God did only begin their 
deliverance by Samuel, but lett {cattered Philiftines unfubdued, who after 
wards made head and proved a fore {courge to the Children of Ifrael, untill 
Davids vime, in whofe Reigh there was a full Reformationjaud thén did the 
Lord give unto-his people full deliverance. Neverthelefs afad Cant|Prophe 
wulattend thofe that fhall magnitie themfelves againtt the peoplé of the 
Lord of Holts. It hath been obferved by many, that never any (wheeler In- 
- dians or others did fet themfelves to do hurt to N ew-England,but they have 
come to lamentable ends at Jatt. New-England hath been a burthenfome 
-ttone, all chat have burthened themfelves with it, have been cut in pieces. 
The. experience of the prefent day, doth greatly confirm ‘that obfervation, 
and give us pround to hope, that'as for remaining enemies, they thal fare 
_.as others that have gone before them, have done. Yet this further mutt 
needs be acknowledged, that as to Vittories obtained, we.have no caufe to 
. glory in any thing that we-have done, but rather to be afhamed and con- 
founded for our Own wayes. The Lord hath’ thus far been our Saviour for. 
his Naines fake, that it might not be profaned among the Heathen whither - 
he hath brought us. “And God hath let us fee that he could eafily have 
deftroyed’us, by fuch a contemptible enemy as thé Indians have been in our 
eyes yea he hath convinced us that we our {elves could not fubdue them, 
‘They have advantages that we have not, knowing where to find us,but we _ 
know not where to find them, who neverthelef$ arealwayes at home, and 
have in a manner nothing but their lives and foulsCwhich they think not of) 
-to lofe ; every Swamp is a Caftle to them, and they can live comfortably on 
that which would ftarve Englifh-men. So that me have no can{é to glory, 
for it is God which hath thus faved us, andnot we our felves.
